A MENDMENT 

In the said Bye-laws : — 

1. For the sub-clause (ii) of Clause (b) of Bye-law 
93, the following sub-clause (ii) shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“fli) Hessian Cloth of specification 40"X8.9 oz. or 
101,6 cm. X 252 Gr. 11 porters, 12 ahorts, 
packed in iron bound bales of two thousand 
yards or 1828,80 metres each manufactured by 
an Approved mill which is classified as “A” and 
“B" Group of Jutp Mills as per Bye-law 96." 

2. The above amendment would be effective in respect 
of May 1970 and subsequent deliveries of jute goods 
hedge contracts.

AMENDMENTS 

In the said Bye-laws : — ■ 

“1. In Bye-law 1 of Chapter V, after tho Clause (h), 
thd following Clause (i) shall be added . namely : — 

(i) There shall be no arrangement or understanding 
between the parties to a contract to restrict or 
limit the delivery against a contract to the giv- 
ing or taking delivery of Pucca Delivery Order*. 

2. In Bye-law 17 of Chapter V, after the number and 
alphabet '‘1(c)” occurring Ln line 4 of that Bye-law, the 
number and alphabet “1(0”, shall be added.” 

In pursuance of the proviso to Sub-section (4) of 
Section 1 1 of the said Act, the approval of the Secretary, 
Forward Markets Commission, has been obained for dis- 
pensing with, in the interest of the trade, the condition erf 
previous publication of the above amendments.
